article of diet. The frequent relig- 
jous fast days in that country re- 
strict the use of+meat, and lead to’ 
the consumption of vegetable oil and 
in normal times the manufacture of 
sunflower oll is always of consider- 
able dimensions. The best seeds 
yield an oil which compares favor- 
ably with olive oil. 

The seeds of the largest and finer 
flowers are held to be quite equal to 
most nuts in respect to palatability 
and wholesomeness. The stalks and 
dried leaves are highly prized as 
fuel, being in some parts of Russia 
the only available substitute for 
wood, An acre of sunflowers ‘will 
yield many cords of good fuel. 

The oil appears to possess more ea 
the general properties of olive ofl | 
than any other known vegetable oll. | 
It takes about a bushel of seeds to 
make a gallon of ofl, and 50 bushels 
of seed can be grown on one acre 
of land. As the oil sells for more 
than $1 a gallon the profit is large. 

Of late years purified sunflower ofl 
has been’ used extensively in the 
adulteration of olive oil. It is of a 
pale yellowish color, and decidedly 
palatable. In crude state it is 
used by painters to some extent, but 
it is inferior to linseed oil for use in 
paint.

more intimate touch with far- 
mers and farm homes in their 

districts. 

8. In the matter of actual 
experimental work it s evident 
that in a province such as ours 
whose area is so great, and 
where conditions of soil, clim- 
ate and even of the marketing 
of farm produce are so varied 
that with each school operat- 
ing as an experimental station 
for its own comparitively re- 
stricted locality, problems of 
crop production and soil _ till- 
age may be worked out, and 
information obtained which is 
directly applicable to the im- 
mediate locality in which the 
school is situated. 


Detali of Studies 


The course in Agriculture 
which has been devised espec- 
jally for farmers and farmers’ 
sons over the age of sixteen, 
but which is open to any of 
that age who wish to take the 
course, includes the followin 
subjects: ‘ 

Field Husbandry, Irrigation, 

Animal Husbandry, Veterin- 
ary Science, Farm Mechanics, 
Farni Dairying, Poultry, Hort- 
iculture, Farm Managément 
“and Book-keeping, Chemistry, 
Physics, Botany, Entomology, 
Bacteriology, Soils, English, 
Mathematics, Civics. 

Some of these subjects are 
studied only during the  sec- 
ond year, of the course, e. g. 
bacteriology, soils and civics, 
but in general the second year 
studies differ from those of the 
first year in that more advan- 
ced work is taken tp by the 
student in every case. - 

As the name woul indicate, 
the lectures given in Feld Hus-| 
bandry deal with. soil cultiva- 
tion, cereal crops, a study of 
varieties and their ‘suitability 
Under Alberta conditions, seed 
selection, ratés, dates and 

methods of seeding, harvest- 
ing operation, and the market- 
ing of the Crop, Considerable 
time is devoted to forage crops 
weed control, seed selection, 
rotation of crops ‘and fungas 
and insect enemies of crops.
